“Although a difficult develop- 
ment period lies ahead there is 
considerable optimism that eco- 
nomic nuclear power can be at- 
tained within a few years.”

The congressional committee is 
in the process of taking testimony 
on possible changes in the Atomic 
Energy act of 1946 which would 
permit industry to acquire and 
use fissionable materials. The 
AEC yesterday submitted its pro- 
posals in the form of a draft bill, 
the text of which was not made 
public pending review by the bu- 
r. of the budget and the Na- 
tional Security Council. 

The ,AEC policy statement 
seemed somewhat more optimistic 
than the views of Representative 
Cole, who commented: 

“It is clear that atomic power 
for industry is not today a reality. 
Our discussions will focus on the 
question of what, if anything, can 
and should be done by way of 
amending the law to Masten the 
arrival of economic atomic 
power.” 

Presently contemplated methods 
of producing electric power from 
atomic energy are to use atomic 
heat to produce steam to turn 
turbines and generators. Steam 
can be produced now at much less 
cost by burning coal, oil or gas. 
Atomic energy as a heat source 
would be valuable even now, how- 
ever, in situations in which neith- 
er falling water nor cheap fuels 
were available.

Confers With Chairman 
of Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee—Says 
No Final Agreement 
Has Been Reached.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 27— 
Speaker Lester A. Vonderschmidt 
of the Missouri House made a 
new attempt today to work out a 
compromise agreement with Sen- 
ate leaders on disputed appropri- 
ation measures, to clear the way 
for final enactment of the $738,- 
500,000 budget bills before the 
session automatically ends at 
‘midnight Sunday. 


The Speaker held a 30-minute 
telephone conference with Sena-. 
tor John W. Noble (Dem.), chair- 
man of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, who is at Biloxi, Miss., 
attending a meeting of the Coun- 
cil of State Government’s com- 
mittee on interstate co-operation. 


Vonderschmidt said no final 
agreement was reached on means 
to end the inter-house feud and 
avoid the necessity of a special 
session. The Speaker said a fur- 
ther telephone conference will be’ 
held late today, after Representa- 
tive Max Myers (Rep.), chairman 
of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, arrives in Jefferson City. 


Orders Bills Enrolled. 


In the meantime, Vonderschmidt 
said he had instructed the House 
clerical force to begin enrolling 
the 16 appropriation measures 
which have been sidetrakcde by 
the controversy, so that they will 
be in position for final. approval 
later this week if a Senate-House 
agreement can be worked out. 


The Republican House leaders 
plan to have most of the pending 
bills enrolled on the basis of 
Senate amendments, or with fig- 
ures previously agreed ‘to by a 
joint Senate-House committee, 
before it quit last week in dis- 
agreement over allotments for the 
state mental hospitals. 


Vonderschmidt said the eleemo- 
synary appropriation bill, the big 
stumbling block in the dispute, 
probably will be enrolled on the 
basis a 50-50 split of the dif- 
ference between the Senate and 
House allotments for the mental 
institutions. — 

The enrolled bills will then be 
offered gor final passage when the 
two houses return to work. The 
House is scheduled to meet at 1 
p.m. Friday, two days before final 
adjournment of the session. The 
Senate is not expected back until 
4 p.m. Saturday. 


Two Proposals Rejected. 


Two previous House compro- 
mise proposals have been rejected 
by Senate leaders. They were 
made, with the approval of Voa- 
derschmidt and Myers, by Repre- | 
sentative A. Clifford Jones (Rep.), | 
Clayton, who has been waging a | 
one-man drive to end the legisla- | 
tive stalemate and prevent a spe- | 
cial session. 

Despite the “uncompromising | 
attitude” of the Senate leaders a | 
majority of the Senators are will- | 
ing for further conferences to set- | 
tle thé dispute, and many believe | 
the state mental hospitals should | 
be given additional operating 
funds, Jones said, 

Jones said he talked to nine 
Senators by telephone last night, 
and all but one said they were 
willing to agree to the House pro- 
posal for a 50-50 split on the Sen- 
ate-House differences:in the elee- 
mosynary allotments.

Truman’s program was really 
two programs: one covered em- 
ployes of questionable loyalty; 
the other handled security risks 
—employes who might be com- 
pletely loyal but might jeopard- 
ize national security because, for 
instance, they Held a. sensitive 
job but drank or talked too much 
or had some other shortcoming. 

Eisenhower has lumped both 
programs under one.

municipal bonds. 

The question arose when the 
city sought Travernicht's approval 
of selling $1,560,000 in hospital 
and civil courts building bonds, 
authorized in 1934, to reimburse { 
the city treasury for improve- 
ments made from general rev- 
enues pending the sale of the 
bonds. 

Trauernicht approved sale of 
these bonds on the ground that 
the improvements contemplated 
by the original hond ‘issue au- 
thorization had ‘been made, Car- 
penter reported to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, 

Balks on Apother Issue. 

The bond attorney, however, 
added that. without a court de- 
cision upholding their validity he 
would not approve about $750,000 
in 1934 hospital bonds which have 
not been sold and against which 
no expenditures for improvements 
have been e. 

The question raised by Trauer- 
nicht was whether bonds author- 
ized in one generation could be 
held and sold as a lien against a 
future generation, Carpenter said. 

( epenter said this raised the 
ques.ion also as to bonds author- 
ized in 1935 for the city’s share 
of the riverfront memorial. Only | 
$2,500,000 of the $7,500,000 author- 
ized have been sold, the sale of 
the remainder having been held 
up by the city pending grants to 
meet the Federal Government's 
share in the cost of the develop- 
ment. 

Warns Against Delay. 

The comptroller explained that 
Trauernicht did not rule on the 
riverfront bonds but that the 
same question would arise if sale 


practice of making improvements 
from general revenue and then 
repaying general revenue when 
bonds are sold. = 

He urged also that the city, 
without further delay, sell the re- 
mainder of the $43,500,000 in 
bonds authorized in 1944 for post- 
war improvements. He said there 
was a moral ob on the 
part of the city to make public 
improvements soon after voters 
approve them and not for later 
generations.

The ‘Department of Justice has 
indicated the Rosenbergs would 
have a chance to escape the Sing 
Sing prison electric chair if they 
told all they knew about espio- 
nage in.the United States. They 
have contended they are innocent 
of spying. 

President Eisenhower rejected 
the Rosenbergs first clemency 
appeal last February, but counsel 
for the couple have said another 
request would be made. 

The attorneys could ask any 
other of the Supreme Court jus- 
tices for a stay, but the chances 
of getting one after the Chief 
Justice’s denial were considered 
extremely remote. 

The petition studied by Vinson 
repeated allegations that perjured 
testimony was used at the Rosen- 
berg’s trial and contended their 
death sentences were excessive. 

The Supreme Court clerk 
planned to mail today to the 
United States Circuit Corut in 
New York an official notice of 
the Monday refusal to review the 
Rosenbergs trial. The circuit 
court will transmit this notice to 
Judge Kaufman and the Govern- 
ment can then move for the fix- 
ing of an execution date-

Association Takes Stand. 

At its annual convention in 
Boston, May 14, the American

The defense controversy is the worst nfuddle 
of the Eisenhower Administration so far. The 
country would like to believe that here is a field 
in which Dwight D. Eisenhower is expert. It 
would like to believe that the former General 
knows from experience how to save on security 
expenditures and is wisely going about it. 

Yet each day adds to the public’s confusion. 
For we know that the outgoing Joint Chiefs of 
Staff did not approve the new defense budget. 
We also know that the incoming Joint Chiefs 
were not consulted. Now we know that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Budget Director Dodge 
are in head-on conflict on how the cuts were 
established. 

This situation invites partisan recrimination. 
Yet partisanship cannot be afforded. Let there 
be criticism, but let the criticism be kept fair 
and constructive. The defense issue is too 
serious to be‘turned into a political football. 
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Worth a Signature 

One bill passed by the legislators before they 
stopped work in a stubborn deadlock on several 
issues would increase pay in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office here. The annual salary of the First 
Assistant Circuit Attorney would be raised from 
$7200 to $8400, and the pay of some other assist- 
ant prosecutors from $5800 to $6200. 

These are modest increases which, oddly 
enough, do not affect the Circuit Attorney him- 
self. A pay rise for him was knocked out of the 
bill, But Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
seeks better pay for his staff for two sound rea- 
sons: more money is needed to keep salaries up 
with inflation, and to attract and retain good 
men for local law enforcement.

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A Bad Practice Outlawed 

The Veterans Administration has finally come 
around to outlawing discount practices in the 
financing of G.I, home loans, and this is all to 
the good. 

Discounting had been countenanced in an ef- 
fort to induce lenders to make mortgage money 
available at the old G.I. rate of 4 per cent. Under 
the scheme, lenders paid less than face value 
for G.I. mortgages. For example, a $10,000 mort- 
gage purchased at a 3 per cent discount for 
$9700 would in effect give the permanent in- 
vestor a higher interest rate than was permitted 
by the VA. Some discounts ran as high as 12 
per cent. The VA, of course, hoped the builder 
would absorb the difference. 

But in practice, builders invariably passed 
the charge along to the veteran in the form of 
a higher price or lower quality construction. 
Some veterans paid as much as $1000 extra for 
their houses, and one Congressman described 
the practice aw “legalized larceny.” 

Now that the VA interest rate has been in- 
creased to 444 per cent, the lenders ought to be 
satisfied, and G.I. mortgage money ought to be 
easier to obtain. In any event, the VA's new 
policy on discount charges will protect the vet- 
eran from invisible gouging. 
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‘Reform’ in Two Cities 
Whether or not Webster Groves and Ferguson 
wish to use the word “reform,” it has an exact 
application to their new charter . commissions, 
These commissions were elected to draw up 
home-rule charters reforming their municipal 
governments.

The real opposition to the Indian plan is 
based on opposition to any truce at all, The 
South Koreans are frank about it. They say they 
oppose any truce without unification of Korea, 
withdrawal of the Chinese, and immediate re- 
lease of all non-Communist prisoners held by 
the Allies. In other words, the Syngman Rhee 
Government wants to continye the war until 
victory establishes the power to impose a dic- 
tated settlement. The object of a truce, by con- 
trast, is to end the hostilities first and then to 
discuss a negotiated settlement. 

That is the stated objective of the Eisenhower 
Administration and of the United Nations, and 
it is entitled to unstinted public support.

President Eisenhower voiced one of the oldest 
complaints of trout fishing when he said the 
Department of Agriculture ought to do some- 
thing about locusts because “it’s bad when a 
trout gets so many locusts in his belly that he 
won't take a fly.”

Medical Training 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ETTER médical care for the people of the world calls for 

better-trained physicians. Some of the 43 countries repre- 

sented in the World Medical Assocfation have schools that do 
not measure up to those in the United States, Great Britain, 
Canada, and some other countries in the western hemisphere. 

This world problem was one of those discussed at the 
first western hemisphere conference of. the World Medical 
Association in Richmond, Va.; by Dr. Donald G. Anderson, sec- 
retary of the council on medical education and hospitals .of 

Better doctors result from two things: a more careful 
selection of medical students and a higher quality of medical 
education. 


x 2 = 

DR. ANDERSON THOUGHT that the most im t de- 
velopment in medical education in the United States was the 
emphasis on individuallized teaching. It has demanded, he 
said, the development of larger hospitals, larger laboratories 
and larger faculties. More teachers are needed when the 
groups of students are smaller. And yet such smaller groups 
learn more and learn it better. 

This led him to criticize the large size of student bod 
in medical schools of some countries, sometimes the result of 
political pressures. Such large classes, numbering in the 
thousands, make individualized teaching impossible. The 
schools with such lgerge classes simply cannot offer such high 
quality instruction. Their graduates can’t be as good physi- 
cians as are the graduates of the smaller classes found in the 
schools of the United States, Canada and Great Britain, for 

r instance. : 

Dr. Anderson spoke out for the need for a world-wide 
standard for medical schools in backward countries, as well 
as a world standard for college education before entering med- 
ical school. 


*x* *&* * 

ANOTHER PROBLEM that Dr. Anderson mentioned in 
the world-wide trend toward specialization. He is worried as 
to what is to become of general practice. This matter is being 
met and solved in the United States by, among others, the 
medical schools and the American Academy of General Prac- 
tice. 

All of these problems, and others, will be the subject for 
discussion at the first World Conference on Medical Education 


cal Association for sponsoring this conference. It could initiate 
a much-needed improvement in medical schools in many areas 
of the world—and improvements that~inevitably will result 
in better doctors and consequently better medical care for the 
sick people in those countries.
